Within the last thirteen months, that is, be- 


tween September, 1S46, and October, 1847, the 
stock of specie in the Bank of England has 
"been reduced from upwards of £16,000,000 
down to £8,400,000 — about forty millions of 
dollars. During the same period the decline 
in the value of Government Consols has been 
from 9GJ per cent, down to SO per cent. — which, 
upon the whole amount of that description of 
investment, shows a depreciation in value 
equivalent to about six hundred millions of dol- 
lars. 
The depreciation in the value of Railway 


shares during the same period, has also been 
very great, and these large items, taken either 
separately or together, furnith but too well foun- 
ded a cause for the distress which now prevails 
in Great Britain.

In alluding to the commercial distress, which 


must surely now have nearly reached its ciil- 
minating point, Douglas Jerrold. says- "If the 
Emperor of Russia chose to sell out the stock 
he holds in the British funds, he could drain 
the Bank of all its gold ; we are absolutely at 
his mercy.
